Rtyrtiry cf Migrations Stumps Hun-1 


eJred Experts Who Are in Quest of 


Polynesian Data. 


Honolulu, T. H.—It certain varieties 


of snails in the Hawaiian islands' 
«~:M ui!&. tell whence they started! 
their migrations and how they trav- j 
eled froia one Island to another la the j 
Pac!Se. the world \vould be close to 
the solution of the origin of the Poly- 
nesian race, according to scientists at- 
teu&n? the Pau-PaciSe scientific coa- 
gress in session here. 


Upward of a hundred of the most 


.rioted experts of most of the countries 
bordering the Pacinc ocean have dis- 
cussed the possible origin of the Poly- j 
nesians during the sessions, and- on 
one poinc they all agree—they don't 
know yet where the Polynesians ori- 
ginated. 


Having failed to pry any Informa- 


tion oat of the snail, the scientists 
turned to the common or garden vari- 
ety of chicken. This useful bird Is 
believed to have been domesticated by 
the Polynesians about 1000 B. C. Ac- 
cording to scientific data the chicken 
reached Egypt abont 700 B. C. It Is 
believed to have originated in south- 
ern Asia, but how did it get to Poly- 
nesia? Another impasse. 


Begonia seeds and those of about 


700 other plants found ia the Hawaii- 
an group furnished a little more infor- 
mation than either the snail or tne 
chicken, according to the scientists. 
Ocean currents are said to have 
brought them here. Equatorial cur- 
rents Sowing across Central America 
from the Atlantic are believed to have 
forced the PsciCc currents westward, 
carrying driftwood and seeds. Tbe 
process of transportation aad germina- 
tion appears to have been fairly 
lengthy, since it is estimated that per- 
haps one seed arrived from the Ameri- 
can continent and bore fmit within 
the period of a million years. 


Grasshoppers furnished their quota 


to the discussion which terminated 
about where It had begun in the 
known facts that the Polynesian race 
came out of the unknown and, being 
a rapidly dying race, Is fast passing 
to the uncharted shore where It was 
born.

Chemists Perfect Process of 
Protecting Raw Product From 


Moid and Bacteria. 


PASTOR IS GORED BY BULL {DAN DALY QUITS MARINES 


At U«*»tJH,500,000 Worth of Sugar 
Destroyed Yearly by Tiny, Greedy 


-Organisms—70,000,000 Pounds

Chicago, Bl.—More ssssar will be 


loanable for everybody tsroegh the 
discovery of a process of keeping it 
from being Injured by molds and bac- 
teria. 


Fully one per cent of the Cuban 


crop, or about 70,000,000 pounds of 
sugar a year and worth at least $1,500,- 
000, !t is estimated, has been destroyed 
by the tiny, greedy organisms which 
compete with the sweet tooth of man- 
kind. As the per capita consumption 
of sugar In the United States Is ap- 
proximately SLSi pounds annually the 
amount hitherto consumed by the 
S73.00G persons for a twelve month 
period. This would keep the sugar 
bowls of a large city full. Counting 
each family as five persons, 175,000 of 
such groups could be fcept sweet tem- 
pered during this period front the 
supply which has been wasted by the 
Invisible hordes. 
/ 


Mr. Kicholas KopeJoff and Mrs. Idt- 


Han Kbpeloff, bacteriologist and as- 
sistant bacteriologist et the Louisiana 
sugar experiment station la New Or- 
leans, and members of the American 
Chemical society, have Just completed 
a bulletin on the method of prevent- 
ing the molds and "bacteria from wrest- 
ing sweet solace of the beet and cane 
from mortals. 


Loses Sweetness. 


Sugar loses Its sweetness because 


molds consume the Bucrose. which is 
its sweetening factor. Although the 
amount thus lost may be Only a frac- 
tion of one per cent and far too slight 
to be detected by the senses of taste 
or smell In many cases, It Is easily 
determined by the poiariscope, an in- 
strument especially 
designed 
for 


measuring the amount of sucrose pres- 
ent 
When sugar deteriorates not 


only does the poiariscope detect the 
differences, but anyone who is suffi- 
ciently observant will note that It will 
actually take a larger spoonful to give 
the same sweetening power. Thus, if 
a barrel of raw sugar should be £ept 
through the summer months and It 
Is Infected with harmful micro-organ- 
isms; "It might be necessary to tise an 
extra half-spoonful at the end of the 
summer to "get .the same sweetening 
power that could be obtained before 
deterioration took place. As all sugar 
Is sold strictly on the polariscopic ba- 
sis, even, small losses aggregate huge 
Bums. 
• 


,The usual source of these-moWs Is 


the. air, which contains millions- of mi- 
cro-organisms at rest and In. circula- 
tion. Eacfi Individual mold, If It fells 
on an object -which can supply It with 
sufficient food. such, as sugar, can re- 
produce 300,000 more individuals of 
the Bame .species in less than a weefc." 
This reproduction, however, caa only- 
take place in the presence of sufficient 
inoistare, otherwise the organisms lie 
dormant Gane sugar primarily TIE-. 
dergoes such losses by deterioration 
In transportation or storage,, mainly 
due to the-absorption of moisture by 
sugar In damp "weather or humid cli- 
matea. 


For example, sugars made In Cuba 


are stored In the hold of a vessel, 
often 
-with Insufficient 
ventilation, 


which causes them to "sweat."'"While 
coming from a tropical climate Into 
cooler water the moisture condenses 
on the surface of the sugar. 
This 


also occurs when sugar Is stored for 
any length of time, especially at high 
temperature, as In refineries, where 
some Is melted up at once and the re- 
mainder Is held in. storage for varying 
periods, as dictated by business needs. 


Can Be Prevented. 


Having Identified the Injurious mi- 


cro-organisms. Doctor and Mrs. Ko- 
peloff developed a method by which 
the Quality of a given sugar might be 
determined hi this respect By simply 
consulting'a chart after a preliminary 
analysis, oae may now find out wheth- 
er or not a given sugar will deterio- 
rate or lose Its sweetness In storage. 
The sugars -which are unsafe to keep 
may be taelted up first; the sounder 
sugars being held Ia storage -with 
safety. 


Doctor and Mrs. Kopelon\ by mak- 


ing bacteriological examinations at ev- 
ery stage of the sugar-mating proc- 
ess, have found that sugar deteriora- 
tion can be prevented by substituting 
dry or super-heated steam for water 
in the final process of washing sugar 
In the drums In which sugar is dried. 
These centrifugals, as they are called, 
la their whirling sucfc up air from the 
Soor which may be contaminated with 
'germs. Also, it is common practice to 
mate the color of the sugar lighter 
by trashing the crystals with water, 
which may be coatKTniiated with 
molds aad bacteria. 


In the new process. It Is £ho»ra that 


dry steam is successful In IdElag over 
99 per cent of these avid molds and 
bacteria. 


•While the practice of "steamlag sa- 


cars Is cot a new one, the results are 
shotrn to hare a direct practical value 
in eEnunatlas losses •which have been
